“  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  RAILWAY  ACT.” 
(Chapter  194,  R.S.B.C.  1911.) 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

PON  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  Railways,  B.C.,  it  is  ordered  that  the  regu¬ 
lations  cited  below  and  numbered  consecutively 
from  1  to  11,  both  inclusive,  with  regard  to  the 
operation  of  gas-propelled  passenger-cars,  locomo¬ 
tives,  and  motors  used  in  industrial  railway  ser¬ 
vice,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  made  effective  as  from 
the  1st  clay  of  November,  1922,  in  respect  to  all 
such  railways  coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
aforementioned  Department  of  Railways,  B.C. 

1.  Regulations  respecting  motors  equipped  for 
operating  on  railways  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Department  must  comply  with  the  Department’s 
safety  standards  with  respect  to  couplers,  power- 
brakes,  head-lights,  foot-boards,  and  hand-holds. 

2.  Motors  must  be  equipped  with  M.C.B.  standard 
flanges  and  treads  on  wheels  or  tires. 

8.  Motors  with  trailers  attached  used  for  hauling 
logs  and  operated  as  a  unit  must  have  the  trailer 
securely  fastened.  The  bunk  on  the  motor  must  be 
equipped  with  a  chain  to  securely  hold  the  logs 
from  moving.  A  clearance  of  6  feet  must  be  given 
between  the  ends  of  the  logs  and  the  operator. 

4.  Motors  with  trailers  attached  must  be  equipped 
with  a  hand-brake  that  will  apply  brakes  to  all 
wheels  of  motor. 

5.  Position  of  operator  of  motors  must  he  ar¬ 
ranged  so  he  can  have  a  clear  view  of  tracks  and 
see  signals. 

6.  Motor-cars  conveying  passengers  or  hauling 
trains  must  be  equipped  with  a  fire-extinguisher 
and  emergency  tool-box  consisting  of  sledge-ham¬ 
mer,  saw,  and  axe. 

7.  Designs  and  plans  of  all  motors  intended  for 
operation  on  railways  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Department  must  be  submitted  for  approval. 

8.  If  the  Inspector  approves  of  the  motor  and 
equipment  and  is  satisfied  that  a  competent  oper¬ 
ator  is  in  charge,  he  shall  issue  a  certificate  which 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  owner  on  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $10. 

9.  A  certificate,  may  be  issued  for  less  than 
twelve  months  should  the  Inspector  deem  it  advis¬ 
able  to  do  so. 

10.  Operators  of  gas-propelled  cars  and  locomo¬ 
tives  operating  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Railways  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  must,  pass  an  examination  pertaining  to 


I  heir  operation  anil  lb"  handling  of  air  brakes  and 
knowledge  of  train  rules  and  signals,  and  shall  fur¬ 
nish  the  Inspector  with  a  certificate  from  a  com¬ 
petent  medieal  doctor  as  lo  visual  acuity  and  heal¬ 
ing  before  receiving  certificate,  and1  at  any  other 
time  the  Inspector  requires  it. 

11.  Candidates  for  examination  must  till  up  a 
form  of  application  which  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Chief  Inspector,  and  when  properly  filled  in  it 
should  he  returned  to  him  together  with  the  neccs 
sary  fee  of  $5.

TRUST  COMPANIES  ACT.” 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act, 
the  Honourable  the  Administrator  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  add  to  the  regulations  approved
